PREPARATIONS GO AHEAD 

Richard G. Manley, general 
chairman of the three-city com- 
mittee, reported today that prep- 
arations are being completed on 
schedule with wide enthusiasm be- 
ing shown in the historic exhibi- 
tion. No changes will be made 
and a throng is anticipated. 

Upland, Ontario and Chino com- 
committee members and citizens 
are joining in presenting for the 
public a show of bombs, bullets, 
tanks, mortars and other phases 
of modern warfare. 

Extensive (preparations are go- 
ing ahead for the war exhibition. 
Site of the battlefield, west of 
Lone hill, is being prepared and 
roads are being marked. Buildings 
will be placed for thelr use as 
“objectives.” 

WANT VOLUNTEERS 

Most of the ground prepartions 
‘will have been completed by the 
time the troops arrive next Thurs- 
day, according to those in charge. 
A call was issued today, however, 
for volunteers to assist with ¢ 
preparations for the gigantic @ 
hibition. Most of the lumber 
the dummy buildings has 
contributed but ‘workmen. . a 
needed to assist in erecting the 


structures, : é 

The Upland Housing Authority 
has offered two condemned struc 
tures under the control of city, 
county and auxiliary policemen. 
Uptand mounted policemen will 
be in service for the first time, — 
according to Police Chief Eugene 
L. Mueller, a member of the ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Auxiliary policemen from Up- 
land, Ontario and Chino will be 
under the supervision of Captains 
Oris Heinauer, Upland and On- 
tario Captain Jack Davis and the 
Chino leader. 

Just how many soldiers and 
how much equipment will be used 
in the war exhibition cannot be 
revealed at present but the offi- 
cials have given the assurance 
that all phases of modern warfare 
will be renacted. 

BOMBS BRING VICTORY 

The “attack’ will be coordinated 
with “victory” expected to come 
soon after the buildings are de- 
molsihed by bombs and after ex- 
tensive “smoke” screens blanket 
the area. Use of anti-aircraft guns 
and machine guns will be among 
the spectacular iphases of the 
“conflict.” 

Not just a “show” but an edu- 
cational exhibition is being ar- 
ranged with the only objective 
that of “bringing the war close 
home to the public.” A_ brief 
Speaking program will precede the 
start of the “fighting.” 

Lone Hill itself will serve as a 
grandstand for an estimated 25,- 
000 persons. 

Upland city councilmen last 
night authorized the expenditure 
of $100 for the civilian defense 
program. Purchase of public lia- 
bility insurance for the event 
was also authorized at the council 
meeting.

EFFECT OF SCHOOL 
SALARY BOOST IS 
TOPIC FOR LIONS 


While recognizing that an in- 
crease in the salaries of Upland 
school teachers will raise the local 
tax rate, Harold W. Cook, Upland 
school superintendent, pointed out 
at the Lions club meeting yester- 
day that elementary school teach- 
ers are far underpaid and that an 
increase was essential for the 
maintenance of a quality teaching 
staff. 

Speaking informally, Mr. Cook 
said that business and industrial 
firms were paying a much higher 
scale and that even with the 
scheduled increase, the salaries 
will be below that of most dis- 
tricts. 

The official referred to Senate 
Bill No. 307 on Governor War- 
ren’s desk for signature, which if 
approved will increase approxi- 
mately $4,506 the amount paid by | 
the state to the local school dis- 
trict. The bill specifically raises 
by $6 the amount the state pays 
to elementary school districts for | 
each unit of average daily attend- ; 
ance. The state obtains money 
from the sales tax for this pur- 





pose. If the bill is not approved, 
the local tax rate will be in- 
creased approximately 17 cents 


for each $100 assessed valuation, 
according to Mr. Cook. 

At the suggestion of Judge Fred 
H. Jacobs, the board members 
went on record favoring approval 
of the bill and this action will be 
reported to Governor Warren. 

Also speaking on the program 
were Melvin Shimmin, junior col- 
lege instructor, who discussed the 
Chaffey program in the teaching 
of the soldiers while they were on 
the campus. He pointed out the 
program came to Chaffey more or 
less suddenly but within a short 
time the “students” and teachers 
joined in a worth while course of 
training.
